Dl discloses a radical handoff method for resynchronizing a traffic cell site modem 
(CSM) to a new traffic and positioning a search window so that a mobile station's 
energy again falls into the center of the range available to the traffic search window 
(Dl, column 9, lines 6-17). Each access CSM is assigned to respective search windows 
and has a particular search window size parameter and search start offset parameter 
(Dl, column 5, lines 38-48, in combination with column 6, lines 18-20). 

The subject matter of claim 1 differs from that of Dl in that a target base station 
sets a searching area wider than a reference searching area in view of an error in the 
round trip delay value. However, said difference is disclosed in D2, wherein a control 
block searches for a pilot signal by using a search window having a width greater than 
a search window specification contained in the instruction or the search window used 
for the soft handoff instruction (D2, abstract). Therefore, the subject matter of claim 
1 is considered to lack an inventive step. 

The additional features of dependant claims 2-4 are derivable from Dl and D2. 
Therefore, claims 2-4 are considered to lack an inventive step.
